HON., ASA PACKER.
— e ——— —
MHis Early Life and Ploncer xperiences,

At Packer was horn in Groton township, New
London county, Connecticut, in the carly purt of the
gear 1806 1118 father 8 said to huayve bean o man of
Strong pense, Indastrions, economical, and Indepen-
dent in charncter, yet never very sucoessfal in busi-
Wees, altnough hia grandfather had been the most
prosperons man in uis native town, carrying on the
Business of farming, tanning, aond manufacturing of
shoos ub one and the same e,  The mited means
of his purents, together with the lack of opportuni-
ties 10 the nelghborhood, preventod him from #c-
quiring much of an eduestion, bat he made the best
of his time when the digtrict selionl was In session
during the winter. As soon as he was old and stont
#nough to work, he ebtained o situstion n o taunery
At North Stonlngton—what a plty the Democrats did
not take him up, Instend of Seymour, that tanocr
might have boen pitted agalnst tanner in the last
Presidential Face ! —where he remained ontll the
death of the proprietor, who had reposed the utmost
gonfidence In hls business capueity wnd lntegrity. A
your was then passed upon the farm of o Jolin
Prown, otherwise unknown to fame, Mr, Browo
was an old-fashloned anti-Foderalist politicing, and
from Judge Parker's enrly associationg with him his
enthnsinstic blographers have traced  his presout
Democratic aMilutions! A yearat lome thep intoy-
vened, during which he attended schivol; and at the
end of I, being at that thae scorcely sevontecn
years of age and an orphan, e was ready to start
out into the worlil,

In 15822 he arvived jg Sasguelinnn
gylvanin, with his entire outéit contsined in the
knapeack which he carried on his baok,  He appren-
teed himsell to a carpenter, wnd dxed his resl-
denoe at Springville,  As soof a3 he had completed
hig apprentiecslip and beoome o= wased of some
means of s own, he purehaged o small ot of wild
Iand on the upper watars of the Sus guehanog, aml
settled down upon it.

His Romoval to the Lehisk ¥Yalley,

When he abandoned his farm. in S48, the country
round sbont had asgsumed a0 somewhat diferent
uepect. 1o the wilderness he hid bulit up & comfort-
able home:; but dorving  the fdle wmters he had
frequently  Journeyed a hundreed  miles on (oot
through the rogged connlry which stratchiod bebween
the Sasquehannn and the Lebilgh, to the nearcat
point where his labor would comnond o rewly cash
reward, The evidences of exbaustloss wealth
which were Just belpg developad in the Lehigh
Valley impressed him with the Doller that a change
of restdence to this looality would wifor a whilor mud
more profitable flell for hla Inhor.  Accordingly, ot
the age of twenty-sevan, he sguu transferred his
home, anid gettled permanently in the Lehigh Valloy,
with & capital of Lot o few hondeed Aollnrs to start
with, During the sanmmers of nnd 1854 he
acterd as master of his own bost, while engagad (o
tranaporting conl from Maneh Chauk to Pathivlel-
phin.  Hodisplayed 8o much cnoney ot the very out.
seb, tat he #oon attraoted e notlee of the managers
ofs the Lebigh Coal  and  Noavigtion  Come
pany, and  was  eugbled o assoclate  him-
sell with tham on VT advantageonus
terma. Vs SUecess und proapeets Wors §o eneourag-
fog that s brother, B W, Packer, was persnaded
to leave Connocticat; and, alded materiully by an
uncle, they cstablishod themsclives i the general
marchandige business In NMgueh Ohunk, oo 1834,
sStartiog with & cash capital of ouly B0, thelr busi-
ness Was raplitly exteadod, ot in embraced not
anly the ordingry mercaotile transestions, but thoe
bullding of dams sud lovks for the Lebigh Conl and
Navigation Compuny, the working of coud minos
deased from this company, and linally the working of
My, Packer's own mines penr Hnzloton,  They were
also enpgupged In the slupplng of conl o Philivieiphia
and Now York, ob the Schuylkill o« well ag on the
Lehigh.

His Grent Wnilwoy Ealcrprise,

About the yeur 1880 M, Packer catered goriously
npon-tie task of sccomplishing the greatest siness
aoMevement of s caeecr, (e bulliing of e Lebilgh
Valley Ralrowd  Although the Lohigh Coasl and
Navigation Conipany lad extendad thelr operations
antll they hivl assumed & giganlio soale, he had
steiven in valn to fpross the nanngors wikh the ue-
cenkity of fnvreasing thelr mellitios for reaching thy
market by the cobstroctlon of a rdrogd, In 1846
the Deluware, Lohigh, Schaylkill, auwl Busquobnnig
Ratlropd Company, projected by Eiwand K Buldie,
Rad obtained o chinrter, It propossl route embracing
that seotfon through whioh Mr., Packer was 8o
auxious to see n raliway construntat, No sarveys
were made ntdl the full of 155t and when o April,
1861, bat, seventuen days of the mit fixed for the
commpencoment of the work wero remsdolug, not o

dounty, Penn-
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ahovel had entersd the grovmd. Me Packer then

Gieorge W, Cass wast born in 1810, In Muskingtim
county, Oblo, nis Mather belng o furmwr of Now Eog
lund birth, o8 was algo his mother,  There belng
nothing more than elementary schools o the nelgh-
korhood, he was, in 1884, sent to Detrolt, where he
remoined until 1587, us o pupll of the Hev. Ashibel
Wells, and & member of the Tamnily of the late Geoe-
ral Lewls Cass, at that time Governor of the Terri-
tory of Michignn, He then obtained an appolntment
08 8 cadot to the United Stutes Miltiary  Acadomy . al
West Polut, from which lostitution he gradosted o
THBY, standing at the hewd of s class I seme of the
principal studics, and among the distingulshed five
In the general Academic studies, B mathemuationl
athdnrments were so thorough thit he was, immedi
ntely, on graduating, tendered a position In the
Acudemy a8 an aselstant professor in that de-
pertment; but this hopor he declined, to enter
upon a more active feld

His Brief Militnry Carcer.

Hoe was orderad to report for duty to General Scott,
und, althoogh not yet regularly commissioned, was
by bim placed In command of & newly recralted
mfantey company.

At the kame tinie Do wis appolnted by Prosideng
Juekson one of the CIVil Engingers on the grent Xo-
tlonal Road, continuing: th serve a8 such antil Its
completion through the States of Maryland, Pennsyl-
vanin, nud Virginih, While engaged in this gervice
he constructed a coast-iron bridge over Dunlap's
creek, o tributary of the Mononguheln viver, the feat
Of the kind over bullt n the United States, Through
his iInstrumentality a company was organized for the
Improvement of the navigation of the Monongahela,
hi serving a8 englneer of the company, anid gubse
fureaitly ns one of the Board of Managera, until, after
muny fnancial vicissitndes, he witnessed, o 15id
the gecomplishior ent of s objects,

On the completion of the Monongahela improve-
ment 1o Brownsville, he organlzed the Orst stenm-
hout line on that river, aod nigo the st fast trans-
portition line across the mouuteius, LY relays of
teums, almiiar to stuge lnes, thus bullding up o lurge
earrving trde between the Eost and the West vin
the Monongihela river amd Pltisborg, In 1840 he
eatabilished the Adums Express peross the mountalos
from Baltimore, ¢ifected the consolldation of sl the
Adaus ExXpress lnes batween Boston amd 8t Louls,
ail #outh o Richmomd in 1864, and the year follow-
Ing waud elogted Presilent of the congolidated com-
Py,

In January, 1886, he was electod President of the
Olto and Pennsyivanin Rollroad Compiany, then
completed to Credtiine. Two different corporstions
wiere engaged In constrocting the roads between
Crestline and Clhijeago, bat they had exhaosted all
thelr resources, and the work lad eome to a stand-
still,  To avert the misfortune of scaing the coptrol
of the llne between these two poluts puss lito tha
hepds of Clevelsnd and Baifslo capitelists, wiucl
wiM lmminent, o grand consobilation schoine was
concelved and accompllahed within three months,
In spite of decldod opposition in the boards of mans
ngors and among the stookholders, Ho bocgme tha
President of the consolidated organization, known
us the Pittsburg, Fort Wayue and Chicago Rallway
Company, and remalned at (88 head antil it recently

GEN. WINFIELD 8. HANCOCK,

Ilis Enrly Life,

Wintield Beott Hancook wis Gorn on the L4th of
Fobrunry, 1884, In Montgowery county, Peunsylya-
iing his Goully huving long resided at Norrlstown,
where his fmthier died recently at o good old age.
After rocelving a preliminary education, he was ap-
polnted (0 n dadelsiip ar the Unled States Miitary
Academy ol Woest Polot, in 1840, when he was six-
teen yeurs of age,  He gradusted at this lnstitution
in 1844, ranking us elghtecnth in his class; pocording
to the wrbitrary way i which relative morit 18 there
determined, After graduating he was commissioned
ad A brevel second lHentoaant in the éth Reglmeut of
Infantre, but it was not untll the opening of the
Mexdean war that e was atforded an opportunity for
ilaplayviog his soldlorly gualitivs,

His dillary Carcer Before the Rebelllon.

Iuisid e scoompenicd his regloent o Mexico,
and won promotion by galluit condact on the feld
OF Bkl AL the eloge of the Moxican war he wos
on dAuty fora thne on the Northwestern frontior,
il wos snbsequently stutloned forsome time st the
duiferson Barracks, a1 8t, Louls, Missourl, In 185
he Wik dppoluted un Adulstant Quartermanter, with
the rank of Captain, heing orered in the following
year to Florida, then to the Territory of Utah, aod
fluglly was transferred to duty on the Pacific Const,

= diliary Record Dovlag the 1ebelllon.

Whien the Rebelllon broke out, Ouaptain Hancock,
in response Lo his ordera, reported for duty at the

nationul capital, snd on the 284 ol September, 1861,
hie was mande o Brigadier-General of Yolunteors, nng
neslgned o duty as o brigade commander in the
Army of the Potomuae, This promotion opened the
wiay for o brilllant and euviabio car¢er In the feld,
He served throughont the war with nutiving devo-
tion, participating, with more or less prominence, iu
all the batrles of that historical organization, attain-
ing the rank of Mujor-General of Volunteers, and
pwitimately that of Major-General in the Regular

Army, The Orst action In which he figured oon-
apleuously was the battle of Willlmmaburg, May &,
1802, in which, by a brilllant and sucoesaful bayonet

charge, he closed the operntions of the day. At the
battle of Antletam, September 17, 1862, he
#ucceeded to the command of Richardeon's

divieion, when that general foll, mortully wounded,
In the battde of Frederickaburg, Dec. 14, 1862, and
ngain in the batties of Chancellogville, May 3 and 4,
1508, he figared conspicuously a8 a division com-
mander; and when, on the #5th of Jane, 1865, the
command of the Army of, the Potomae was conforred
upon Genernl Mende, he wis placed In comman:d of
the %4 Corps, having previonsly been promoted
to the rank of Major-General of Volunteers. When
the news of the notion of July 1, 1868, near Getlys-
burg, reached Mende, with tidiogs of the fall of Hey-
nolds, he ordered Hancock, who was ranked by both
Howard and Slekles, 1o horey to the front, assame
the commauand, and decide the quedtion of advancing
of rotredting. When he reached the sosne of the
confict, which at this stage was disastrous to the
Unlon troups, Hencook went back nach
& report we  determined the commanding
General to ndvandce with his whkole srmy, god th tide
of buttle wus torned on the 34, but not untll Han.
cock nd been ko severcly woundod g8 to make it
neseseary for him to vetire from the deld,. When, In
Match, 1804, Grant was appointed Geporal-li-Chiof,
and axeamed n personal direction of the Army of
the Potomae, Hancoek, recoverdd apparently from
the efects of his wound, was restored (o the come-
mand of the 20 Corps,.  He subsequently acted a
conspicnous part in the battles of the Wilderness,
May, 1864 ; In that of Spottsylvanin, May 10, whare
ho captured the Hebel General Edward Johnson's
division of 3000 men, together with 80 guod, =eoding
tlilg announcement 10 Geperal Grant:—*1 have la-
Ished pp Johnson and am golng luto Early " con.
tinned with his command in the passage of the
North Auna and the attack on Petersbury, in June
following ; and fnally sustained seyere repulses, and
wis foread to retreat from Rewm'a Station, In Angust,
wud Hatcher's min, in October, because of his (8o-
Isted positions and the lack of relnforcements,
Sl sulfering from his Goettysburg wound, he soon
after relinquished the command of the 20 Corps,
and came North to recrultand orgnalze 8 new COrps,
to be Known as the st

s I'u"llrn-i‘lllltlul;r Cnrecr After the Re-
L\ n.

After the elose of 1he war, General Tancook was
promoted o & major-generalship In the regular
army, hig commission bearing the date of July 98,
18, Tor his gallant and meritorlous services, lle
was cimployed in various commands after the cesun-
tion of hosuilities, but abl pot appenr promioantly

fore the publie, untihat Inst e fedl o victim to the
evil genlug of Andrew Johugon, The execntive
order of the jatter fundtionary removing General
Shoridan from the command of the Filth Military
Distriot, vmbracing the Stales of Loulsiang aod
Texas, becauge of his falthful enforcement of the
provisions of the Reconstruction acts of Congress,
wns dated August 17, 1867. In that order, Sheridan
wits bunisbed tothe Department of Missonri, Thomas
was ordered to take the command of the Fifth Divi-
Fion, and Hanecck that of the Department of the
Cumberland,  General Grant expostulpted with
Lhe President aguinsy the proposed
vlinnges, alleging that there were “military reasons,
pecuniary rensons, and, 2b0ve all, patriotle reasons,”
why the chunge should not be made,  The precarions
stide of General Thomaes' health served to relleve
lilm from the disagrecable duty of Ssuperseding Sherl-
daan. Then, on August 20th, came o Presldentiod
order, which was duly promulgated and carriea lnto
oifect, nssigning Hancook to the Fith distrior and
trnnkferring Sherfdan to the command of the De-
partiment of the Missourl, for some time previously
teld by the former. It was not until the gith of
November that Cepers! HMeancook assumed the dis-
eharge of the duties of his new command, which he
did n an order in which he set forth the principles
of the new regime 0f the supremacy of the civll law,
annotnneing that “the great principlis of American
Hberty stiil nre the Tawiul Inneritunce of (his people,
and ever should e A change for the worse was
manifested at once. The slombering embers of
Rebellion again broke fovth spasmodically, and Loui-
wing and Texas onoe more became unsafe for loyal
mien, The troulbles lu the district were still farther
Inereaged by an order fssued Decembey g, 1 which
Geperal Hancook revoked an order of Ly predecessor
declaring that none bat legally registerad voters,
aud all such, were oligible fdr jury duty in Loni-
siuna, By this order the trinl by jury was henceforth
to be "regulated and controlled by the Constitution
wnd civil laws, without regard o soy military orders
theretofore I8sued.” The next step taken by General
Huncock towards giving “my polloy” full away and
swing io his command was by an order lesued Jau-
uary 1, 1868, in which he totally disclsimed the
right, under the Constitution and lawa of the two
States and the acts of Congress, to exdrelse In any
degree judiclal functions or “arbitrary power such
a# hie had been urged to assume” by certaln appli-
cants for apedial laterferences n their hehall with
the civil courts,  Again, on the 11th of January, e
fuliminuted another principle of *“‘my policy,” by sat-
ting awside the memoranda distributed by Ganeral
Sheridan in May, 1867, which declared disqualifed as
voters all persons who had held civil, military, or
navil positions under State or national authority,
previous to 1861, and had subieguently engaged (o
rebellion or clalmed protegtion of foreign powers, us
had been extensively done 1n 1862 and 1564, General
Hancock declared that he dissented from the gon-
struction placed upon the reconstroction mcts by his
predecessor, and ordered the registers Lo be gulded
solely by thelr own interpretation of the laws and
the fourtecnthh construtions! ameodment.  Still
agaln, on Februwry 1, General Hancock removed
from oMce severnl aldermen of Noew Orloans who
had ordered an eloction In that clty, In contempt
and deflance of his pronunclamentos. On Febroary
27, this Just order was revoked by command of
General Grant,

General Hancook, haviog thos contributed every-
thing in his power to render null and vold the recon-
struction acts of Copgress, and regarding his oppor-
tunity for ugefulness lu that command as at an end,
requested 1o be relieved,  In this he was gratitied on
Muarch 88, the salne erder assigning him to the com-
mand of the Militury Divicion of the Atlantle, Presl-
dent Johnson, howover, would nol permit him to
pass into momentary obsourity without;an effort to
prevent ity and he accordingly sent to Congress a re-
quest that Gepern] Hancock be tendered o vote of
thunks as the Second Washington, in return for his
bold suruggle in behalf of the suprewacy of the eyl
over the military law,

All those eyents had fully prepared the way [or
Geperal Hanoook's name 1o be prosented to the
Tammany Convention «s a candldate for the
Democratio leadership in the Presidential campaign
of 1868, He started on the first ballot with 86
votes fn the convention, nud on the twenticth ballot
recelved 1424, being then the highest on the lst,
but lacking 0 of the pomber necessary to nomi-
nate, On the twenty-second and last ballot, betore
the result wis annoouced and the Seymour stsms
pede began, he still retalned S04 voles, represent.
g 151 fadthlers adbernents,

His Unreer before the War,

Willlam MeOundless was born o Philgaelphia, on
the 20th of Septewber, 1584, He was educated in
the publie schools of the city, and wpon leaving
Kehool entered the machine shops of Richard Nor
Fis & Son, a6 an apprentice, After having served a
term of five years, he served as an englueer on fome
Of the Western rallroade, Having o doclded taste
for the law, he returned to his native city snd romd
law in the omoee of Lewis C, Chanidy, Esq, In 158
ho was admitted to the bar,

His Career Daring the War.
Under the call for troops ln April, 1881, he &n.

listed as o private in Captain Timothy Mealey's com-
pany, and when the reglment was recognized as the
Second  Regiment Pennsylvania Reserves, Mr,
MeOandioss wes elected Major, In October, 18il,
upon the promotion of Lieutenant-Colonel Albert
Mugilton to the Coloneloy of the Fourth Regiment,
Major MoCandless was clected and commissioned
Lieutenant-Colonel, and apon the retirement of Col,
Willlam B. Maan assamed command of the regl-
ment.  Tn the Peninsular campalgn he commanded
his troops with skill, and on the first of August, 1802,
wis promoled to the Coloneley for gallant and
meritorious conduct, At the battio of Bull Run he
wan poverely wounded and cnrried from the field to
Washington, He rejoined his regiment at Sharps-
burg and participated in Buroshilew campalgn. In
Meade's sampalgn, Colonel MeCandiess com-
manded the First Brigade of the Reserve Corps | and
during the absence of Goneral Crawford in the win-
ter of 1664 and the following spring, he commanded
the division,

Om Thursday, the Sth of May, 1864, when the First
Brigade was cut off and surrounded in the Wilder.
ners, Colone! MeCandless wis captured, buat o the
confusion that ensued he eluded his captors and
mido his excape tirough the denme forests, and
arrived saloly In camn at Spottayivania Court Hoose,
Whilst leading his brigade o a charge on Sunday
evening, he was wotnnded tn the hand and disabled
from further service, e returned to Philadeiphis,
and was subsequently temwdared o Brigatier's coms
misdlon, bat evidently feollng aggrieved at the faot
of his services not having been recogridaed Lnfore,
e wrote a protly abharp letter to the then Secretary
of War, in the cours: of which he sald that he be-
llewed the true position of i citizen was 4t home,

While nt
Harrisburg he oceapled a leading position In the
ranke of his party, amd (requently pacticlpated in
Mebates upon the more important questions of the
dny.

THE SINKING FUND,
R —
secretnry Bontwell's Poliey for the Redactlon
of ODur Natiounl Debt.

The Sinking Fund of the Treasury Department
was established under the Dith section of an act of
Congross approved Felivuary 28, 1863, populorly
Kpown ws the “Legal Tender act,” That sectini
provides :—

That alb dutles on mported goods shall be pald In
coln or notes payanie on demnmld heretelore autho-
tlaed to De issuod ad by law recclyvable In payiiont
of publie dutles, pl the coin 80 pald shall e set
apart a8 a special fund, and shall be applied as fol-
oW :—First, to the payment incoin of the intgrest
o the onds and notes of the Unlted States : seconsd,
o the purchase pud payment of one per cantam of
the entire dubt of the Upited States, to be moade
within sach dscal year after July 1, 1862, which s to
e set wpart a8 o sinking foand, agd the nlerest of
which shall in ke manner be applicd tothe parchase
or phyment of the publie debt, a8 the Secretary of
the T reasury may from time to tme divect; thied,
the residue thereol to be pald into the Treasury of
the United States,

The only other law bearing on the swbject (8 o
Juint resolution approyed March 17, 188, which pro-
Vides i —

“That the Seeretary of the Treasury be authorized
to antleipate the payment of futerést on the piblie
debt by o period not exceeding one year, from tine
to time, vlither with or without a rebste of interest
upon the coupons, a8 to Nl mny seem expedient ;
fidudd e 18 hereby authorized to disgpose of any gold
in the Treasury of the United States not neceasary
for the payment of the inrerest on the pablic debrt
provided that the obligation to create the sinking
fund, gecording to the act of February 94, 1862, shull
not be impatred theraby, ™
